Joyful Eastertide! Don’t talk that 
sort of nonsense to me. Why this is 
the biggest day’s work that I have 
done since t have had the office *and 
right when I least expected it too, 
because who ever thought that all of 
these fool people would send all their 
friends Easter 
cards 
only to be 
glanced at, when received, and then 
thrown in the waste basket.” These 
were epithets applied to the day of 
colored eggs by postmaster Charles 
Frazee at the postoffice, w’hile in a 
pile of postal cards several feet high. 
But he w’as taking it all good natur- 
edly, had his coat off, sleeves rolled 
up, and sweating and panting like a 
good fellow’. 
“But say, I don’t suppose 
many 
people will believe this story just 
because they saw it in a new'spaper, 
but it is an honest fact if I ever told 
the truth in my life.” 
“Well what is the story that you 
are talking about?” 
“We handled right 
here in 
this 
yesterday 
between 
the hours of twelve and eight, 2155 
Easter post cards and I know what I 
am talking about, too, because 1 and 
the clerks 
counted every 
one. 
If 
there is any doubt about that not be­ 
ing the right number you can make it 
larger, bcause we might have missed 
a few. 
Thirteen hundred and eigh- 
tv-four of that number wTere mailed 
here, and the remainder were sent to 
people in this city. And now, today, 
some of the business men are send­ 
ing out Easter cards to all of their 
customers as 
advertisements 
and 
giving us a whole lot more W'ork to 
do. And then there is another mat­ 
ter that I forgot. A large number of 
cards with isin-glass and other ma­ 
terials on the back were sent to the 
dead letter office because they were 
not sent in sealed 
envelopes 
and 
those we did not count. 
“Isn’t, this somewhat of an inno­ 
vation this Easter card business?” 
“Yes, I should think it is an in­ 
novation. 
It is so much of an in­ 
novation that we had to put on an 
extra mail carrier on account of the 
Easter rush. 
It is actually worse 
than the holiday business. 
It was 
never this way before, they tell me. 
The Easter cards were so small in 
number that you would never know 
when Easter came if it were not for 
the colored place on the 
calendar 
marking the day. 
The post 
card 
houses are largely 
responsible for 
this, because they create the de­ 
mand by making beautiful cards and 
then the people just can’t keep from 
buying them.” 
A lagre number of the post cards 
mailed here came from the country, 
as all of the rural carriers report 
a heavy 
one-eent stamp business.

The Indiauapoils reporter who has

pers. 
The three conflicting reports 
from Indianapolis has 
been widely 
copied and commented 
upon, 
and 
misinformation and unjust criticism, 
and confusion hav e resulted. 
The terms of the present officers 
of the Republican,State org anization 
will ex pire nex t J anuary , when their 
successors will be re-elected.

before the recent election, and since, 
the officers of the State org anization 
hav e let it be known conclusiv ely , 
that under no circumstances would 
they seek or accept re-election.

When the reg ular time cornés for 
the reorg anization of the Republican 
party within the State of Indiana, it 
will be reorg anized from the pre­ 
cincts up, and by the whole people 
of the party . 
The 1908 campaig n is 
past, with its unfortunate outcome, 
the result of unfortunate conditions, 
and it should now be forg otten, ex ­ 
cept for the lessons to be 
learned. 
Those who deserted Republicanism 
because of the local option plank, re­ 
ceiv e nothing but the ashes of disap­ 
pointment 
for 
their plans. 
They 
should all return to their party and 
stand loy ally by it. The followers of 
fav orite leaders, 
« md 
the 
State 
boasts many worthy of leadership, 
may spar and wrestle for adv antag es 
in org anization 
positions, 
and 
in 
nominating conv entions—this has al­ 
way s been done and is a natural re­ 
sult of American political methods— 
but the most 
ex treme 
factionalist 
must let nothing stand in the way of 
his party fealty if he w*ould serv e 
the true interests of all the Republi­ 
cans of the State, and deserv e for 
his friends and his leadership, the 
confidence 
of 
fellow 
Republicans 
within the State and nation. 
The Republicans of Indiana hav e 
a plurality sufficient to reclaim the 
leg islature, 
elect a United 
States 
Senator and the cong ressional dele­ 
g ation, and to control the affairs of 
the State in 1910 if they will stand 
loy ally to Republican principles, and 
accept the will of the majority of Re­ 
publicans as the v oice of the party . 
The Republicans 
of Indiana 
may 
hav e success if they will but deserv e 
it. 
Let each indiv idual Republican, 
at the proper time, take renewed and 
activ e interest in his party ’s welfare 
and in the v indication of Republi­ 
can principles; let jealousy and v in­ 
dictiv eness and 
disappointment be 
thorwn to the winds, and no republi­ 
can will hav e reason to be dissatis­ 
fied with the result of the election in 
1910.

an env iable reputation early in life as 
a soprano soloist. 
She studied in 
New York under the best 
masters 
for a number of y ears, where later

v oice. 
Miss 
Sleeth has 
g iv en up 
that field of endeav or, at least for 
the present, and bids fair to make a 
name for herself as a composer and 
writer of lig ht musical comedies and 
musical play s. 
At present she has 
sev eral irons in the fire—like all true 
% 
and ambitious g eniuses—and so well 
was her first work in the rev ising 
and working ov er of musical come­ 
dies like “ The Three Twins,” one of 
the best shows of the past two y ears 
(and which is appearing at Indiana­ 
polis this week) that her

are in demand.

With her sev eral y ears’ study of 
music abroad in Paris, and the wide 
knowledg e she possesses of human 
nature, Miss 
Sleeth 
is 
peculiarly 
fitted for the work she has under­ 
taken. 
And when manag ers (the­ 
atrical manag ers are a shrewd and 
cold-blooded lot) will pay big com­ 
missions in adv ance, as they hav e in 
this instance, when they hav e only 
seen the brief outline of a scenario, 
it is reasonable to presume that they 
hav e already recog nized the talent 
and are willing to burn incense at her 
altar—they burn v ery little money 
in this wise.

Four stations for the training of 
miners in rescue work lmv e been es­ 
tablished recently by the big coal com­ 
panies of the United States, and sev ­ 
eral more are in contemplation. This 
is a direct outcome of the demonstra­ 
tions in rescue work being made by 
the United States g eolog ical surv ey , 
the technolog ic branch, at its ex peri­ 
ment station in Pittsburg and at the 
subrescue station in Urbana, 111. 
“ The fact that these stations hav e 
been established is g ratify ing to the 
g eolog ical 
surv ey ,” 
said 
Director 
Georg e Otis Smith the other day at 
Washing ton. 
“ It shows the interest 
the operators and mine owners are tak­ 
ing in this humane mov ement, and it 
is bound to result in a decrease in the 
number of deaths in the mines. The 
sole purpose of the g ov ernment in tak­ 
ing up this work was to demonstrate 
its usefulness. It is not the intention 
to make the rescue station work per­ 
manent.” 
Perhaps the most complete of these 
priv ate stations is that of the Frick 
Coke company , which employ s 30,000 
men. The station has been erected at 
the Leising ring mine, near Connells- 
v llle, Pa., in easy reach of all of the 
Frick company ’s mines. There a corps 
of six men is being trained in the use 
of the ox y g en helmet, a dev ice that 
admits of artificial lg *eathing for two 
hours in the most deadly g ases known. 
In order that the men may hav e prac­ 
tical ex perience in the use of these 
helmets a part of the station has been 
dev oted to an air tig ht room which is 
filled with g ases that will not support 
life. 
A daily drill is being g iv en in 
this g as filled room, and they are g ain­ 
ing confidence in the use of the hel­ 
mets. Within a short time the corps 
will v isit the g ov ernment ex periment 
station at Pittsburg , where the mem­ 
bers will receiv e further instruction 
by the federal ex perts. 
Whenev er a disaster occurs in any 
of the Frick company 's mines the res­ 
cue corps will respond at once and 
will immediately enter the mine for 
the purpose of bring ing to the sur­ 
face miners who hav e been injured 
or are unconscious from the effects of 
the g ases. 
With these helmets the 
rescuers can enter any g as filled mine 
where it would be sure death for any 
unequipped miner to g o. 
In many 
disasters the men fortunate enoug h to 
be outside of the mine when the ex ­ 
plosion occurred hav e had to remain 
at the surface for hours, waiting for 
the v entilation to driv e thé g ases out, 
knowing all the time that their com­ 
rades were dy ing . 
A second rescue station has been es­ 
tablished by the Consolidated Coal 
Companies of Mary land at the mine 
of the Fairmont company , Fairmont, 
W. Va. 
A trained corps of helmeted 
men is ready for any emerg ency in 
this field. 
A third station has been erected by 
the Pittsburg -Buffalo company at the 
ill fated Marianna mine In Pennsy lv a­ 
nia, which last Nov ember had an ex ­ 
plosion with a loss of 150 liv es. 
Al­ 
ready this station has a complete corps 
of six hig hly trained men who know 
how to use the ox y g en helmets. 
A fourth station is at the Zeig ler 
mines in Zeig ler, 111. 
This company 
has a trained corps of six men, all 
picked for their coolness, courag e and 
daring , for these elements are neces­ 
sary in rescue work. 
J . W. Paul, who has charg e of the 
rescue work for the g ov ernment, left 
Washing ton recently for Europe, where 
he will study rescue work at the Eu­ 
ropean stations. 
“ In the short time we hav e been op­ 
erating we hav e sav ed the liv es of six 
men,” said Mr. Paul, “ and if we did 
nothing more the results would war­ 
rant ev ery thing that has been done so 
far by the United States in try ing to 
reduce the accident death rate In the 
mines. 
But I am satisfied more g ood 
will come from our efforts. The four 
stations just established will be the 
means of sav ing the liv es of many 
miners, for we all know that many a 
poor fellow imprisoned In a mine filled 
with the dread firedamp has liv ed in 
ag ony for hours before he died. I un­ 
derstand that the operators are to es­ 
tablish many more stations.” 


The Connersv ille Courier lias the 
following reg arding the recent v isit 
of an ev ang elist to Connersv ille: 
“ Before leav ing 
the 
city ‘Billy ’ 
Williams, the minstrel, had a g reat 
many cruel thing s to say about Con­ 
nersv ille people. 
“ ‘Billy ’s’ specific 
complaint was 
that the Christians of this city did 
not g iv e him their moral support. 
“ In making this complaint Wil­ 
liams took too much for 
g ranted. 
He banked too 
strong ly 
upon the 
comedy that is prev alent in g reater 
or less deg ree in ail phases of human 
endeav or. 
“ But ‘Billy ’ Williams was mistak­ 
en. 
He was kindly receiv ed by the 
g ood people of this city . 
He was 
ministered unto and in a measure 
indorsed by the church people. 
“ Then ‘Billy ’ tried to mix up min­ 
strel methods with relig ion and spoil- 
it all. 
He made a spectacle of re­ 
lig ion by sending out a loud-mouthed 
barke'r, clothed in a barrel, to herald 
his meeting .

FIR AS PAPER SOURCE. 


Minnesota Professor Claim s to Utilize 
Sawd ust Also. 
A chemical discov ery which is ex ­ 
pected to m ake wood pu lp and paper 
produ cts m any tim es more plentifu l 
and mu ch cheaper than they are at 
present w as recently annou nced at the 
State u niv ersity in M inneapolis, Minn. 
The discov erer is Dr. George 
B. 
Frankfu rter, dean of the College of 
Chem istry , who has worked on the 
process for more than tw elv e y ears. 
The discov ery m akes possible the m an­ 
u factu re of paper from fir trees, saw ­ 
du st and w aste tim ber. 
The pu lp for paper at present is 
made only from spru ce. The su pply of 
fir is 100 tim es greater than tire su pply 
of spru ce, and Dr. F rankforter and 
those associated w ith him say the new 
pu lp process will be more economical. 
As proof of the v alu e of his discov ­ 
ery Dr. F rankforter show s a table re­ 
cording his ex perim ent w ith one cord 
of fir wrood. The wrood cost him $7 .5 0, 
and from it he obtained wood pu lp 
w orth $39, tu rpentine w orth $4 1.00 and 
by produ cts of a lesser v alu e. 
The

April IS (Low Su nday ) is the date fix ­ 
ed for the beatification of Joan of Arc, 
who nearly 5 00 y ears ago fou ght for 
her cou ntry against England and w ho, 
Englishm en 
rem em ber 
w'ith 
regret, 
w7as pu t to death a t Rou en. 
W hen the 
deed was done it is recorded th a t one 
of the English soldiers said, “W e hav e 
bu rned a saint.” 
Now', after a lapse of all these y ears, 
the Rom an Catholic chu rch is abou t to 
take the first step tow ard m aking her 
a saint. 
A fter the cerem ony April IS 
she will be called “Blessed Joan of 
Arc,” and perhaps ten y ears hence, if 
the chu rch so #decrees, m ay be again 
prom oted and become “St. Joan.” 
The process of m aking a saint is an 
interesting one and may be called a 
series of trials, a t w'hieh all known 
details of the life of the person are 
discu ssed. 
As a ru le, it is the bishop 
of the towm in w hich the person w as 
born wTho m akes the first mov e. 
H e 
obtains the su pport of a nu m ber of 
other bishops, who sign a petition to 
the pope asking perm ission for the 
trial. 
If the pope giv es his sanction 
the m ov ing bishop eajls a m eeting of 
influ ential dignitaries, priests and lay ­ 
men, who may hav e special know l­ 
edge. 
A t this first m eeting m ethods 
may be discu ssed for obtaining the 
necessary ev idence.

Logansport, Ind., April 9,.— When the 
official canvass of the local option vote 
In Cass county showed only a ma­ 
jority of 108 for the “ wets,” the “ dry ” 
leaders made an investigation.

given out by Dr. J . Z. Powell, leader 
of the temperance forces:

beaten by 108 votes, but we are con­ 
vinced that we were beaten by the use 
of money and illegal voting. 
As proof 
of this we call attention to the fact 
that there were 125 more votes ca st in 
six precincts than were ca st in the No­ 
vember election for governor. 
There 
are no other precincts which ca st a 
vote larger than last fall. We are con­ 
vinced that there were enough illegal 
votes cast in these precincts alone to 
have changed the entire result, and 
had not the saloon crowd resorted to 
such methods and undue use of money 
we would have won.” 
It is probable that the anti-saloon 
league will take som e action to have 
the election declared illegal or at lea st 
to have those accused of being illegal 
voters punished.

Y u niv ersal eonsent General Wil­ 
liam Booth, the fou nder and 
head of the Salv ation Army , is 
the grandest old man in the 


a born au tocrat and can tongu e lash 
people if they do not toe the mark. He 
is not a soft man. 
Like all those su r­ 
charged with nerv ou s force, all those 
who do things, he is not com placent 
world. Some six ty y ears ago, when he Some one described Daniel Webster as 
began work in his nativ e city of Not­ 
tingham, England, he was jeered, in­ 
su lted and made a target for decay ed 
v egetables and eggs. 
Now, at the age 
of eighty , he has nearly 3.000.000 con­ 
v erts, operates in fifty -fou r cou ntries, 
has all sorts of branch bu reau s for so­ 
cial betterment, is blessed where he 
once was rev iled, respected where he 
» was held in contempt, is receiv ed by 
kings and presidents with honor and by 
the poor with ov ations and looks ov er 
a world that he has conqu ered by his 
armies of peace. 
For many weeks General Booth's 
followers and friends throu ghou t the 
earth hav e been planning popu lar dem­ 
onstrations for his eightieth birthday , 
April 10. and fcr the annou ncement 
on that day of his last and greatest 
project, that of a Univ ersity of Hu ­ 
manity . which will train stu dents for 
salv ation work. 
This institu tion will 
hav e branches in v ariou s cities in all 
lands. New York and Chicago among 
the nu mber. 
He is still v igorou s. - is in activ e 
charge of his immense establishment 
ev en to details, works from fifteen to 


a “steam engine in breeches.” 
Booth 
is a dy namo in breeches. 
When on a 
motor tou r of England at the age of 
sev enty -nine, making more speeches in 
a day than most ev angelists make in 
a week, his constant command to his 
chau ffeu r was “Faster.” 
He probably 
broke speed laws, bu t if so he did it 
to the glory of God. 
He is not a conv entional man. 
In 
his early work he held his meetings in 
cheap theaters and dance halls and 
once ov er the door pu t u p the legend. 
“No Itespecta ble People Admitted Here.” 
When asked where he wou ld draw his 
recru its he answered, “From the dance 
halls and saloons.” 
And he did. 
He 
was like the m aster of the feast that 
sent ou t into the by way s and hedges 
for his gu ests. His mission was to the 
one lost sheep and not to the ninety 
and nine. 
Booth giv es his hand and 
heart to the u nfortu nate, the ou tcast 
and the sinners. 
He may go after 
them with dru ms, or with soap, or with 
beds and meal tickets, or with “the 
manless land for the landless man,” or 
with doggerel songs set to dance hall 
airs, or with the other u nconv entional

eighteen hou rs a day and say s he ex ­ 
pects to liv e to be 150. 
Howev er long General Booth liv es, 
It is safe to say that his gospel of 
“soap, sou p and salv ation” will go on 
Indefinitely and 
his dru m beat 
will 
still be heard arou nd the world. 
He 
believ es in ministering to bodies as 
well as sou ls and in making men hap­ 
py here as well as hereafter. 
His 
creed is that the way to regenerate so­ 
ciety is to regenerate the indiv idu als 
composing 
society . 
W ith 
political 
mov ements of any kind he has noth­ 
ing to do. 
His appeal is to the indi­ 
v idu al u nit, and he u ses co-operation 
only as a means to that end. 
In person General Booth is tall—ov er 
six feet—and spare, 
lie has a piercing 
ey e. a nose like the beak of an eagle, a 
high, thou gh retreating forehead, white 
hair and a whiter beard. 
He Is an 
orator of rare powers, being a master 
of appeal, denu nciation, inv ectiv e, fiery 
ex hortation, homely , wisdom and anec­ 
dote. 
He Is as ready with the pen as 
with the spoken word, a thing not 
common among orators. 
To this u nu ­ 
su al combination he adds su ch powers 
as an organizer and leader that Gen­ 
eral Wolseley . once head of the British 
army , said that Booth wou ld hav e 
made a great military commander. 
A 
man that can talk, write and command 
can mov e the world, prov ided he has 
su fficient faith, pu rpose and concentra­ 
tion. 
Booth has all these and sev eral 
other things—for ex ample, bou ndless 
energy . 
He wQrks all the time and 
demands that others do the same. 
He 
has no room for a lazy man. 
No Respecta ble Peo ple Wa nted. 
Be it known that among his other 
qu alities William Booth possesses a 
temper. 
With all his kindliness he is 


way s 
fam iliar 
to 
Salv ation 
Army 
u sage, bu t he goes after them. That is 
the great point. 
General Booth's beau ideal and pa­ 
tron saint is John Wesley . 
There is 
mu ch in common between the two— 
both religiou s reformers, both break­ 
ing away from old conv entional cu s- 
| toms, both preaching in the open air 
and u sing methods denou nced as sen­ 
sational, both appealing to the poor, 
the sinfu l and the su ffering; both do­ 
ing a prodigiou s amou nt of work, not 
only as preachers, bu t as writers and 
organizers; both looking personally aft­ 
er the mov ements tkey fou nded ev en 
j to minu te details, both starting a great 
| new departu re iu religion, both jeered 
I at and held in contempt in the begin- 
i ning, bu t gaining the golden opinion 
of mankind in the end. 


Bo mba rded by Dea d Ca ts. 
The father of William Booth was a 
bu ilder. 
The family belonged to the 
Established chu rch, bu t at the age of 
fifteen the fu tu re head of the Salv a­ 
tion Army happened by a Methodist 
chapel, was attracted to enter and al­ 
most instau tly ex perienced conv ersion 
In his ardent w jv he demanded imme­ 
diately <o be se^at Work and was sent 
ou t to Indu ce the mill men to come to 
chu rch. 
In the open spaces abou t the 
shops the boy enthu siast appealed to 
his grimy hearers In impassioned sen­ 
tences, bu t to the accompaniment of 
hoots, dead cats and rotten v egetables. 
These he resecttKl not at ail, bu t led 
as many men as wou ld go to the chap­ 
el and sat with them du ring serv ice. 
It was a prophetic beginning of a ca­ 
reer that was to be spent among the 
poor and to an accompaniment of mis­ 
u nderstanding and abu se. 
In those day s of ex treme y ou th 


Booth mu st hav e been well nigh as 
striking a figu re as now. Tail, slight, 
ardent, he was on fire to carry the gos­ 
pel to the ‘su bmerged tenth,” and no 
scoffing, indifference, hardship or ac­ 
tu al danger cou ld deter him. 
He con­ 
tinu ed his open air preaching ev en 
while gaining an edu cation and while 
employ ed at clerical work du ring the 
day . 
lie was warned by the doctors 
that his health wou ld u ot stau d the 
strain and that if he did not desist 
his life v \*ou ld pay the penalty , bu t be 
hesitated not at all 
Ev en when a 
comrade fell at his side Booth went 
on. 
He receiv ed a priv ate edu cation 
from a Methodist tu tor and was or­ 
dained to the ministry in the New 
Connection chu rch at the age of twen­ 
ty -three. 
Three y ears later he was 
married to Catherine Mu mford, the 
remarkable woman who was after­ 
ward to win the world’s lov e as the 
“mother of the army .” 
As long as 
Booth cou ld act as a trav eling ev angel­ 
ist he was content to remain in the 
regu lar ministry , bu t when the con­ 
ference requ ired him to settle down to 
the ordinary circu it work he resigned. 
A certain dram atic scene in connection 
with that resignation Is y et recalled. 
In the gallery at the conference sat a 
girlish figu re, and when the decision 
was reached that Mr. Booth was to 
giv e u p his ev angelical wrork the as­ 
sembled ministers were not a little 
startled to bear a clear v oice ring from 
abov e. “Nev er!” 
It meant the cu tting 
off of a scant liv elihood and facing 
the world withou t a dollar, not an 
easy thing for a woman to do, espe­ 
cially sifice there were already little 
mou ths to feed, bu t the noblest cau ses 
in this world hav e been bu ilt on the 
heroism of women. 
Life Often Enda ngered. 
Ou t of the ministry and also ou t of 
a liv elihood, ’ Booth began preaching in 
an old tent in a Qu aker bu ry ing 
grou nd. The tent, which was donated, 
was ripped to pieces in a storm, after 
which meetings were held in cheap 
halls. Id parks or in by way s and alley ­ 
way s. The work was in the worst sec­ 
tion of London. Whitechapel, and the 
y ou ng preacher’s life was often endan­ 
gered by the hostile mob. The cau se 
throv e on persecu tion, howev er, and 
in 18 6 5 in a literally God forsaken part 
of the great city called Mile End 
W aste the Salv ation Army was start­ 
ed. 
It was not at first called by that 
name, bu t was knowu as the Christian 
mission. 
Booth had a happy facu lty 
of coining phrases and in 1877 penned 
the line. “The Christian mission Is a 
v olu nteer arm y .” 
Then he erased the 
word “v olu nteer” and In place thereof 
wrote “salv ation.” 
The u arne stu ck 
and was the real inception of the 
army as it ex ists today . There was no 
preconcerted plan of adopting it, bu t 
rather a spontaneou s growth. 
In a 
short time the leaders were called 
“captain,” Booth himself became the 
“general,” a u niform 
was adopted, 
dru ms, bu gles and marching colu mu s 
were brou ght into requ isition, and a 
new era was started in religiou s prop­ 
aganda among the poor. 
In 187 9 the War Cry was started, 
which now, witn kindred pu blications 
of the army , is printed in twenty -one 
langu ages and circu lates ov er a million 
copies a week. In 18 8 0 the cau se took 
on international scope by inv ading 
America. The nex t y ear it was carried 
into France. 
In 
188 5 the pu rity cru ­ 
sade was started for the protection of 
y ou ng girls. 
In 1886 General Booth 
made his first trip to the United States 
and Canada, holding 200 meetings in 
three months. 
In 
189 0 appeared his 
most famou s book, “In Darkest Eng­ 
land and the Way Ou t.” 
Du ring the 
same y ear was fou nded the celebrated 
Hadleigh Farm colony , a sy stem which 
the army has ex tended ov er the earth. 
Then India was inv aded, and the In­ 
dian banking sy stem was inau gu rated 
to protect the poor from ex tortionate 
rates of interest. 
There followed the 
establishment of homes and employ ­ 
ment for Armenian refu gees, the nav al 
and military leagu e to work among 
soldiers and sailors throu ghou t the 
w'orld, homes for fallen women, shel­ 
ters for waifs and stray s, prisou gate 
homes for ex -conv icts, serv ants’ homes, 
hospitals, 
factories and 
workshops, 
bu reau s for temporary and permanent 
employ ment, poor men’s lawy er de­ 
partm ent, bu reau s for tracing lost and 
missing friends, food depots and shel­ 
ters for the destitu te, free beds and 
finally the anti-su icide departm ent 
A Univ ersa l Tra v eler. 
W hatev er may be thou ght of the re­ 
ligiou s methods of the Salv ation Army , 
its social work merits and receiv es u ni­ 
v ersal praise. 
Behind all these benef­ 
icent activ ities stands the prophet­ 
like figu re of William Booth. 
Au to­ 
crat he may be, bu t if so he is an au ­ 
tocrat for good and one who has done 
more to spread self reliance and self 
respect among those who most needed 
both these qu alities than any other 
one man of his time. 
Not only his institu tion, bu t the man 
himself, is known in well nigh ev ery 
land beneath the su n. 
in the prosecu ­ 
tion of his work he has been a u niv er­ 
sal trav eler, hav ing trav ersed Amer­ 
ica and Eu rope many times and hav ­ 
ing v isited Africa. Au stralasia. India 
and ev en Japan. 
The dream of his 
life was to stand in the Holy Land, 
which he did some y ears ago, and his 
v enerable figu re seemed like one that 
had stepped ou t of the Old Testament 
and had retu rned home. 
General Booth liv es the simple life. 
He eats no meats, his food staples be­ 
ing tea and roast, v egetables in sea 
son and rice. 
He sleeps little, has no 
recreations and works ev en when trav ­ 
eling, 
While immense fu nds come into 
his hands, they are all tu rned ov er to 
the army , as he requ ires little for him­ 
self. 
This is the warrior of peace, the 
ev angelist who preaches in deeds, who 
carries the eospel to the poor. 
Take 
him all in all. I know of no more In­ 
spiring figu re In modern times.

Washington, April ).—The decision 
to take Mme. Modjeska's body back ta 
Poland for interm ent gav e rise to the 
qu estion as to whether the Ru ssian 
gov ernment wou ld permit this in v iew 
of the debarm ent of the actress from 
her nativ e land and the fact that the 
obsequ ies might incite a national anti 
Ru ssian demonstration. 
At the Ru ssian embassy here it was 
said no objection wou ld be made by 
the Ru ssian gov ernment, so far as is 
known here, to the interm ent’cf Mme. 
Modjeska’s body at Cracow. 
It will 
be necessary , howev er, to secu re the 
u su al permission to allow a body to 
enter the cou ntry . 
It was ex plained 
that if the gov ernment had reason to 
anticipate any demonstraticn, it prob­ 
ably wou ld impress certain restrictions 
snch as a priv ate and secret interment, 
when Mme. Modjeska’s body reaches 
Poland.
